Changes Announced 





OMMAND of the United States 

Fleet will rest in the hands of Adm. 
Frank H. Schofield during next year, 
the Secretary of the Navy announces, 
Adm. Jehu V. Chase coming ashore at 
the conclusion of his first year as com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Rear Adm. Montgomery M. Taylor, 
now in charge of War Plans in Naval 
Operations, will take command of the 
Asiatic Fleet. Adm. Charles B. Mc- 
Vay, jr., now in command of that fleet, 
and Adm. Chase, both go to the Gen- 
eral Board, reverting to their regular 
rank of rear admiral. 

Changes in fag commands will take 
effect upon completion of Adm. Jehu 
V. Chase’s year in chief command of 
the U. S. Fleet next September, or by 
that time. Certain of the changes will 
be directed in individual orders to take 
effect on earlier dates, and the increase 
in rank will be effective upon assum- 
ing command.

GENERAL JOHN J. PERSHING, USA-REt., General of the Armies.—“It is appro- 
priate that April*6 has been selected as Army Day. The memory of the utter 
lack of preparedness for National Defense on that day 13 years ago should serve 
to bring our country to realize the necessity of having an adequate army, 
thoroughly organized, well equipped and capable of expansion to a force at 
least equal in size to the A. E. F. 

“The fine spirit of our forces in France should be preserved through common 
participation by Regular, National Guard, Reserve, and civic organization in 
the Army Day parades and ceremonies. 

“The people of our country will do well to adopt the idea of adequate pre- 
paredness as advocated by those who have had experience in the World War and 
who know the terrible cost of failure to make provision for such an emergency.” 


THE Hon. Patrick J. HurLeEy, Secretary of War—“From Alaska to Panama, 
from Maine to Manila, the Army is busy in our country’s service. It has few 
opportunities to experience a nation-wide expression of trust and reliance. Army 
Day creates such an opportunity. Inaugurated on the anniversary of the com- 
mencement of the World War, it focuses the attention of America on how our 
national defense is maintained. On behalf of the War Department, I desire to 
express its appreciation of this nation-wide tribute of confidence in, and affection 


for our Army.” 


THE Hon. F. TRUBEE DAVISON, Assistant Secretary of War (Air).—“Army Day 
belongs to the Nation. It is an occasion on which the land forces of defense 
rededicate themselves to the high ideals for which they stand and a day on which 
the citizenry are given an opportunity to view the progress of their defenders and 
to recall their obligations to the Army. To the Air Corps it is of deep significance, 
for here the citizenry and the Army are particularly interdependent in carrying 
out the plans of National Defense.” 


MAJ. GEN. JOHN L. HINES, USA, Commanding General, Philippine Department 
(by Cable).—“The far eastern outpost of the Army sends greetings on Army Day 
to their brothers in arms throughout the world.” 


Mags. GEN. WILLIAM LASSITER, USA, Commanding General, Hawaiian Depart- 
ment (by cable) —“The Hawaiian Division on Army Day, by means of display of 
armament, air and ground, reviews and consolidated band music, hopes to acquaint 
our citizenry more thoroughly with their defensive forces.

MaJ. GEN. HANSON E. Ety, USA, Commanding General, Second Corps Area.— 
“The Army has always stood for peace, and it is the instrumentality of our Gov- 
ernment to bring peace back to the people after the ordinary agencies of the Gov- 
ernment have failed to keep it and war has been declared or exists. 

“The Army is only used in preserving domestic peace and defending the 
country against foreign aggression, when war has been declared to exist by the 
Congress of the United States. It is therefore essentially a peace organization 
and one found necessary by all sovereign states to support such sovereignty.” 


Mas. GEN. JOHNSON HaGoop, USA, Commanding General, Seventh Corps Area— 
“Read General Pershing’s book. It is the greatest book ever written by an 
American on a military subject. We have had many prophets of preparedness— 
Washington, Calhoun, Roosevelt, Wood—but Pershing is the first to pin down 
the responsibility for our non-preparedness and to focus the attention of the 
Army and of the people on the fact that war, whether ancient or modern, is 
governed by simple fundamental principles. 

“In recent years we have been led astray by too much terminology and too 
much technique. The genius of America requires a system of national defense 
under which the troops can be trained and put in the field as rapidly as they 
can be mobilized.” 


MaJ. GEN. PRESTON BRowN, USA, Commanding General, Panama Canal Depart- 
ment (By Cable).—The growth of our country from a struggling Atlantic Fed- 
eration to a world power whose frontiers extend from Sandy Hook to Corregidor 
and from Alaska to Panama is recorded in the battle honors inscribed on the 
colors of the United States Regular. He will guard what he has won.” 


MAJ. GEN. MALIN CrAIG, USA, Commanding General, Ninth Corps Area.—‘The 
general observance of Army Day marks an important epoch in Army history. 
It is particularly fitting that the anniversary of our entry into the World War 
should have been selected as the date upon which the attention of our people 
is to be drawn to the fact that they possess a comparatively small though highly 
competent and loyal force ready to justify its peace time existence by providing 
the frame work about which will be built the National Defense in War.” 


MAJ. GEN. Epwin B. WINANS, USA, Commanding General, Eighth Corps Area— 
“On April 6, 1917, the United States of America was finally forced to declare 
war upon Imperial Germany. In spite of our best efforts to remain at peace 
with the rest of the world, our Government was finally convinced on April 6 
that peace was no longer possible. 

“During the great war America held the balance of power and finally our 
armies, together with those of our allies, forced the Central Powers to their 
knees. In the great war America was fighting not only for her own sovereignty 
and the inalienable rights of a free people, but also for what we term Western 
Civilization, The war with Germany was a turning point not only in the 
history of the American Republic, but also a turning point in the history of 
the world. 

“Since the day of the Armistice on November 11, 1918, America has stood 
for peace and progress. Today the other nations of the world look to America 
as one of the great powers which possesses both the human and the material 
requirements for carrying on those principles of government which were so 
ably set forth by the fathers of the Republic in the Constitution of the United 
States. Our armed forces are small, but under the National Defense Act of 
1920 as amended, we have the basic plan for mobilization of our man power 
and our material power in case of need. Today our Army, to a greater extent 
than ever before, is working with our citizen soldiers and all other loyal citizens 
of the Republic to continue the growth of a great nation which shall be potent

New Army Promotion 
Bill Sent to Congress 


"THE War Department Promotion 

Bill was whipped into shape this 
week, given formal approval by Secre- 
tary Hurley and transmitted to the 
chairmen of the Military Affairs com- 
mittee of the Senate and House with 
his earnest recommendation that it be 
enacted into law. 

Planned to speed the “Hump” 
through the grades without permanent- 
ly increasing the upper ranks, the pro- 
visions of the bill are precisely as fore- 
cast in recent issues of the Army and 
Navy Journal. 

With the bill, Secretary Hurley sent 
to Congress a number of exhibits ex- 
plaining the purposes and advantages 
of the proposed act and many figures 
showing the method of working out the 
bill and its application. The full text 
of the bill and its official explanation 
appears on pages 741, 742, 743 and 751 
of this issue. 

The bill represents years of study on 
the part of its author, Lt. Col. Charles 
H. Patterson, who was brought here 
from the Philippines for the purpose 
of perfecting it by the present Chief 
of Staff. Since coming here Col. Pat- 
terson has labored diligently with the 
aid of the general staff and its statis- 
tical section. Modifications and elabo- 
rations have been made from time to 
time until it emerged in its present 
form. 

During the process of formulation 
the principle of the bill was presented 
to the General Council of the War De- 
partment which is reported to have 
been enthusiastic in its praise of the 
bill. ‘On Wednesday of this week, Col. 
Patterson lectured at the War College 
here, explaining in detail the princi- 
ples and application of the bill. There, 
too, it was received with favor. 

Following is tne text of the letter 
sent by Secretary Hurley to Repre- 
sentative W. Frank James, of Michi- 
gan, chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, transmitting 
the measure: (The letter to Senator 
Reed, chairman of the Senate Commit- 
tee, was identical in text, with the ex- 
ception of the first paragraph, which 
in Senator Reed’s letter merely said 
“On December 15, 1980, in trans- 
mitting to you the report of the Inter- 
departmental Pay-Personnel Board, 
statement was made as follows:” 

March 31, 1931. 
Honorable W. Frank James, 
Chairman, Committee on Military 
Affairs, 
House of Representatives. 
Dear Mr. James: 

On December 15, 1930, there were 
transmitted to Senator Reed, chairman 
of the Joint Committee of Congress, 
appointed to make investigation and 
submit report relative to the adjust- 
ment of the pay and allowances of the 
personnel of the Army, Navy and other 
kindred branches of the Government 
service, the report of the Interdepart- 
mental Pay-Personnel Board and a let- 
ter in which statement was made as 
follows: : 

“The War Department does not ap- 
prove of those features of the plan 
proposed in the report of the Interde- 
partmen‘al Pay-Personnel Board which 
provide for the forced elimination of 
officers of the Army, other than now 
provided by law. It does not approve 
because of the consequent forced elimi- 
nation from the active lis: of a large 
number of officers who are capable of 
rendering valuable service to the Gov- 
ernment; and because of the increased 
cost to the Government of such a solu- 
tion. The War Department will not 
consent to the forced elimination of

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Editors View The Austro-German Economie Union In Various Lights

HE announcement of the Austro-German economic union recently has caused 
editorial writers all over the country to place their interpretations on it. 
Many agree with the European fears, that. the economic union is a stepping 
stone to political alliance. Others take the stand that it is a political move on 
the part of Germany, to counter-balance the recent naval agreement between 
France and Italy. This group sénses danger to the agreement because of the 
Austro-German move. There is still another belief that Germany has made a 
— in the direction of the economic union of Europe, proposed by M. Briand 
ance. 


THE fact that the proposed German-Austrian customs union is a political 

rather than an economic move is. proved by the action of the British and 
French foreign ministers in insisting that the scheme shal] be passed upon by 
the council of the League of Nations in order to determine whether or not it 


_ infringes treaties. German spokesmen protest against referring the project to 


a ‘political’ body like the council of the league,” states the Washington Post 
(Independent) . 

“There can be little doubt that Germany and Austria thrust the customs 
project forward as a counter-move against the Franco-Italian naval arrange- 
ment. 

“By one artifice after another, Germany and France maneuver for the 
advantage against the day when they must come to grips. Germany will not 
remain quiescent while France consolidates its position as the overshadowing 
military power of Europe. France will not permit Germany to build up arma- 
ments. The issue will be paramount in the general disarmament conference 
next year.” 


6¢R JERE are two nations moving toward unity—tearing down the tariff bar- 

riers between them, agreeing in certain economic fields to be considered as 
one nation—and all the other European apostles of unity arise to proclaim the 
project dangerous,” avers the San Diego, Calif., Union (Republican). “There 
is something fantastic in the contrast between the general chorus for unity, and 
the general chorus of alarm when the first sign of peaceful unity appears. 

“The answer is to be found in the economic disparity of the two nations in 
question, and the historic ambition of Germany to control Austria. This present 
project is less a union than an annexation. 


“What Germany is actually doing is not to abolish its own tariff barriers, 
but simply to extend them to include Austria. And when German leaders blandly 
call upon the other states of Europe to join them in abolishing tariffs, they 
misrepresent their own project and suggest the other nations doing a thing 
which they well know cannot be managed. 

“The German side of the case rests upon the legality of the project, not 
upon its service to European union. It serves union no more than a military 
alliance would, pledging two nations to stand against the rest. But if it is 
not contrary to the terms of existent treaties, it is legal in the same sense 
that a military or naval treaty would be legal. Unless a treaty infringement 
can be proved, nothing can be done about it. 

“It represents a shrewd move. Germany, disarmed at Versailles, is begin- 
ning to fight with other weapons than armies.” 


ee E it was stated at first that the Austro-German customs union agree- 

ment would have no effect upon most-favored-nation treaties, there now 
appears a probability that that question will be very definitely raised,” is the 
opinion of the Philadelphia Public Ledger (Independent Republican). “For 
the United States has with both Germany and Austria ‘unconditional’ most- 
favored-nation treaties, although ratification of the Austrian treaty has not been 
quite complete. These countries have agreed, in effect, to accord American 
goods, unconditionally, the same treatment as that enjoyed by any other nation. 
If Germany admits Austrian products duty free, it seems, Germany would also 
have to admit American goods duty free. : 

“The Austro-German customs union is not expected to be functioning before 
the middle of next year. But even at that the possibility remains that American 
goods might find a free market in Germany for more than two years. It is 
hardly likely that the German government overlooked this consideration in con- 
nection with the customs union question.” 


NVINCED that the policy of extreme protection which prevails through- 

out the eontinent is inconsistent with their economic interests Germany 
and Austria agree to bring their customs laws into harmony and to impose no 
duties against the products of the other,” observes the Kansas City Star (In- 
dependent). 

“In Paris and some of the other European capitals there is an inclination 
to regard the customs union as the begi of a political union; of economic 
relations which eventually will make Austria part of the German republic. In 
Vienna a large group apparently entertains that hope. But the independence 
of Austria was guaranteed by the Versailles and St. Germain treaties, and it is 
unlikely that the allied nations would look with favor upon modification of the 
treaty terms that would permit Austria to become a German state. 

“It is likely that the customs union of Germany and Austria is merely the 
béginning of negotiations that will lead to closer economic relations among a 
number of continental nations. It is significant that they invite other states 
to join with them in what they regard as an essential economic reform.” 


oyT is apparent that the projected customs union of Germany and Austria is 

is not going to be brought about without serious objection on the part of 
the former Allied Powers,” claims the Rochester, N. Y., Times-Union (Inde- 
pendent). 

“A genuine crisis hardly seems probable. The German government, indeed, 
has made it clear that it would not object to a judicial examination of the ques- 
tion of the customs union. The way is already clear toward such an examina- 
tion. And the moderation and restraint of Briand and Henderson indicated that 
they, too, may not be averse to some such action.” 
6ORANCE, it seems, has a customs union with the sovereign principality of 

Monaco, and this arrangement is not even noted in the Franco-German 
trade treaty,” says the Baltimore Sun (Independent Democratic). “Hence it is 
being argued in some quarters that if Germany and Austria enter a customs 
union their act need have no bearing on the Franco-German treaty. Austria 
will simply be in the same position with reference to Germany as Monaco is at 
present with reference to France. Each party to the Franco-German trade 
treaty will have its own customs union and there will be a balance on both 


sides. 





Ft. Benning Host to Corps

Ft. Benning, Ga.—Regular Army 
troops from all over the Fourth Corps 
area are concentrating here prepara- 
tory for the starting Monday, April 6, 
of nearly a month of rigorous maneu- 
vers. Since Monday, March 30, when 
the animal and motor drawn units of 
the Eighth Infantry arrived here from 
Ft. Moultrie, S. C., and Ft. Screven, 
Ga., the roads into the reservation have 
been reverberating with the tread of 
the military. All are due to arrive 
prior to Saturday, April 4. 

Visiting troops are quartered under 
canvas erected on the old 29th Infan- 
try camp ground and the bayonet 


course. 
Horse Show Scheduled 

In addition to the purely military 
side of the concentration there will be 
many events to keep the visitors inter- 
ested. On the afternoons of April 10 
and 11 the Ft. Benning Horse Show, 
always a colorful spectacle, will be con- 
ducted. Throughout the period, April 
6 to May 2, there will be athletic and 
social events for the officers and en- 
listed men. . 

The opening period from April 6 to 
11 will be devoted to one-sided regi- 
mental maneuvers, and fire problems 
for each company or similar units. Ex- 
ercises of this week will stress: Night 
operations; operations screened by 
smoke from the air or the ground; 
maintenance of direction through tim- 
ber and across country; operations 
against tanks, mechanized forces and 
airplanes; and cooperation with friend- 
ly air forces. 

During this opening week one day 
will be required of organizations, ex- 
cep: the 69th Coast Artillery (AA), for 
one or more fire problems with service 
ammunition, which will be prepared and 
conducted as follows:

fn the councils of peace, but equally powerful to defend our sovereignty in case 
we are ever forced to repel the invader from our shores. : 

“Here in the Eighth Corps Area are sparsely settled and rapidly growing 
States which still maintain some of the glamor of the old frontier and pioneer 
days.

We know that the world moves forward and we know 
that further progress is built upon our sacrifice for the things which are more 
valuable than our physical lives. Ameriean patriotism, with all the principles 
which it connotes, is worth all that it has cost.”

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Declare Will Invalid 

A SUIT in the courts of the District 

of Columbia that created consider- 
able interest among members of Army 
and Navy circles in Washington was 
the contest brought by Lt. Col. Joseph 
F. Barnes, FA, against the will of his 
mother, Mrs, Harriet P. Gunnell, widow 
of the former Surgeon General of the 
Navy. Mrs. Gunnell died Aug. 22, 
1930, at Jamestown, R. I., and her 
daughter, Mrs. Mary F. Brooke, wife 
of Col. Mark Brooke, CE, and sister 
of Col. Barnes, through her attorneys, 
submitted for probate the mother’s 
will, dated Jan. 17, 1914, which dis- 
posed of an estate of $65,000 by giv- 
ing all of it to Mrs. Brooke except $100 
given to Col. Barnes. The contestant 
claimed that the will was not his moth- 
er’s will inasmuch as it did not repre- 
sent her true state of mind and affec- 
tion but was the product of an undue 
influence exerted upon her by her 
daughter. After a three-weeks’ trial 
which ended last Friday the jury took 
the same view and returned a verdict 
declaring the will invalid. Consequeat- 
ly, the estate will be distributed equally 
between the two children.

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Infantry Board Notes 


r was announced from the office of 
Maj. Gen. Stephen O. Fuqua, the 


Chief of Infantry, this week, that 20 - 


Garand semi-automatic shoulder rifles, 

caliber .276, have been shipped to the 

ene Board, Ft. Benning, Ga., for 
st. 

This rifle loads and ejects automa- 
tically, and is being developed with a 
view of replacing the present ~ ew 
field, single -loading, caliber .30 rifle 
carried by the individual soldier. The 
adoption of a rifle of this type would 
increase fire power greatly and would 
be, perhaps, the most progressive ac- 
complishment in infantry equipment 
since the World War. 

This rifle was developed by Mr. 
Garand, an employee of the Spring. 
field Armory, who has been working 
on small arms for the Ordnance De- 
partment for several years. The 
weapon holds 10 cartridges in a clip 
and can be reloaded very quickly. The 
trigger must be operated for the firing 
of each shot but the rifle ejects and 
reloads automatically. It weighs about 
one-half pound less than the Spring- 
field rifle, and because of the smaller 
caliber ammunition will permit the 
carrying of more rounds by the indi- 
vidual soldier. 

Attention also has been given re- 
cently to the White semi-automatic 
rifle, although this has not yet come 
to the stage of being tested by the In- 
fantry Board. The White was re- 
cently tested at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, Md., to determine its accuracy, 
durability, functioning, strength, rate 
of fire, and muzzle velocity. 

Treating of the test of the White 
rifle, the Infantry Journal, in_ its 
March-April issue says: 

“The test was reported as extremely 
satisfactory, and some observers be- 
lieve this rifle to be as good as, if not 
better, than any rifle so far tested. 

“The White gun is gas-operated. A 
cushion of air is formed between the 
gas intake point and the piston head, 
thus decreasing shock of operation and 
kick, and, as a result, increasing the 
accuracy and life of the rifle. In as- 
sembling or completely dismounting, a 
cartridge, a nail and a screwdriver are 
the only tools needed. The gun con- 
sists of 52 parts proper, and in addi- 
tion to these 52 parts, there are 22 
screws, 10 pins, and 13 springs. Its 
weight is 8 pounds, 15.2 ounces. The 
cost of manufacture in quantity is 
probably slightly more than that of 
the present service rifle. A completely 
disassembly without hurry took 5 min- 
utes and 15 seconds; complete assembly 
took 12 minutes. To disassemble the 
breech and magazine mechanism re- 
quired 25 seconds. 

“One man fired 2,500 rounds in a 
day with no apparent fatiguing effect.” 
Changes in Range Finders—A new 
type of eye shield made of sponge rub- 
ber would be desirable for the 80 cm. 
range finder is the recommendation on 
which the Artillery and Infantry Board 
concurred. They also concurred in rec- 
ommending that the eye-piece cap on 
the 80 em. range finder serves no use- 
ful purpose and that the issue of this 
cap be discontinued. 

Simplification of Gas Masks—A univer- 
versal size face piece for gas masks 
has been developed at Edgewood Arse- 
nal. This face piece has been found 
satisfactory in tests conducted by the 
Chemical Warfare Regiment, but the 
Chief of Chemical Warfare Service, de- 
siring a more extended test, has re- 
quested authority to send 125 of the 
masks to the Infantry Board for test. 
The Chief of Infantry has approved 
the request. The new mask would 
greatly simplify supply and issue. 
Angle Measuring Device—A test has 
been completed by the Infantry Board 
of a Swedish device to be attached to 
the bolt of a rifle for measuring angles 
in the field. The conclusion of the 
board was that although the device fur- 
nished a more accurate method of meas- 
uring angles than the present sight- 
leaf method, it is necessary to raise 
the bolt handle to the horizontal posi- 
tion, or turn the rifle until the bolt 
handle is horizontal. 

The recommendation of the Board 
was that no further consideration be 
given the device, as it was evidently 
designed for the Swedish rifle, the 
bolt handle of which extends horizon- 
tally when in the firing position. The 
device, in the opinion of the Board, 
does not improve sufficiently on the 
present methods for measuring angles 





Test of Infantry Mortar 
‘THE Chief of Ordnance, in a recent 

communication to the Chief of In- 
fantry, recommended the development 
work on the breech-loading infantry 
mortar be discontinued because of the 
opinion that the muzzle-loading, 
smooth-bore mortar is considered more 
suitable for infantry use. : 


The breech-loading model is worthy 
of more extensive testing, in the 
opinion of the Chief of Infantry be- 
fore any final decision is reached on 
either type. The Ordnance Depart- 
ment has been requested to supply the 
Infantry with 12 more breech-loading 
mortars now being manufactured for 
the purpose of conducting more exten- 
sive service tests. A further recom- 
mendation was made that a muzzle- 
loading mortar be developed, based 
upon general specifications prepared 
by the Chief of Infantry. 


Lectures at QM School 


OL. JOHN P. HASSON, QMC, of 
the Office of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, described the organiza- 
tion and functions of that office to 
the students at The Quartermaster 
Corps School, Schuylkill Arsenal, 
Philadelphia, on March 30.

and designating targets, and in view 
of the fact that it would introduce an 
additional article, its adoption is not 
warranted. 


Radio Pack Load—Since the radio set, 
SCR-131 has been standardized, the 
Chief of Infantry has recommended 
to the Chief Signal Officer that tests 
be initiated to produce a suitable pack 
set for this equipment. Recommenda- 
tion has also been made by the Chief 
of Infantry that the production of 
these pack sets be expedited and be 
sent to the Infantry Board at the ear- 
liest date possible for test. It is con- 
sidered desirable to deliver these pack 
sets to infantry units in the Panama 
Canal and Philippine Departments as 
soon as practicable. 


Practice Type Hand Grenade — The 
Chief of Infantry has recommended to 
the Chief of Ordnance that the present 
practice hand grenade (empty) be re- 
placed by the Mark II type, the tests 
of which have recently been completed. 
_ It will be practicable, with the prac- 
tice type grenade, to instruct -grena- 
diers in all phases of grenade work 
without using live grenades. The live 
types may be eliminated as a peace- 
time issue, except for demonstrations. 
This is because the practice type al- 
lows . every. ‘movement, preparatory 
measure and safety precaution neces- 
sary in the use of live grenades. 

















29th Inf. Visitors’ Day 

Ft. Benning, Ga.—The 29th Infantry, 
commanded by Col. Duncan K. Major, 
Jr., recently held a very successful 
“Visitors’ Day.” The press of Georgia 
and neighboring States gave very gen- 
erous publicity to the idea of promot- 
ing friendship and cooperation between 
civilians and the military. 

The splendid barrack building of the 
regiment was thrown open to visitors 
and the companies vied with each 
other in pointing out the particular 
merits of their dining rooms, kitchens, 
squad rooms, recreation rooms, etc. 
Visiting farmers were heard to remark 
that they had no idea that soldiers lived 
in such well ordered establishments, 
and they thought about three years of 
soldier life would do their boys back 
home a world of good.

NEW CHEVROLET SIX 
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Reorganization of Fleet 


REORGANIZATION of the naval 

forces of the United States, an- 
nounced last Fall, went into effect 
April 1, marking the first change in 
names of major units and subdivision 
numbers of the United States Fleet 
since December 6, 1922. 

Renaming and renumbering of major 
units of the United States Fleet was 
decided upon following the announce- 
ment of a new Fleet operating plan in 
October whereby in the interests of 
efficiency, 49 ships were ordered with- 
drawn from active commission as soon 
as practicable. Changes in ships in- 
cident to the operating plan announced 
in October were placed into effect at 
the close of Winter maneuvers off 
Panama the third week of March. 

Under the reorganization, the names 
“Battle Fleet,” “Scouting Fleet,” “Con- 
trol Force,” and Fleet. Base Force” 
will vanish. From April 1, the United 
States Fleet consists of four “forces”: 
the Battle Force, based in the Pacific 
and at present en route to its West 
Coast bases from the Winter maneu- 
vers at Panama; the Scouting Fleet, 
based in the Atlantic, and now in the 
Cuba-Haiti area; the Submarine Force, 
subdivisions of which will operate from 
Pearl Harbor, San Diego, Coco Solo 
and New London: and the Base Force, 
divided between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific seaboards. 

Likewise, on April 1, the division 
numbers hitherto assigned to cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines were 
brought down to conform with the ac- 
tual numbers of divisions of these 
types of craft in commission. Thus, 
Destroyer Division 22, so designated 
during World War days when the 
Navy had a large destroyer organiza- 
tion, becomes Destroyer Division One, 
and other units of this type of ship 
are numbered serially upward from 
that division. 

New Organization of the U. S. Fleet 

The new organization of the United 
States Fleet does not change the pres- 
ent Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet, 
“ Adm. Jehu V. Chase, nor the present 
Fleet flagship, the USS Texas. About 
Aug. 1, however, the Texas will be re- 
lieved as flagship by the USS Chicago, 
new 10,000-ton cruiser, and the Texas

Wrecking Truck T1—One wrecking 
truck T1 was built at Raritan Arsenal 
using a Diamond “T,” 6-wheeled 4- 
wheel drive chassis already on hand. 
This chassis is equipped with a light 
detachable half track for use on the 
rear wheels; this track was designed 
and built by Watertown Arsenal. The 
wrecking truck consists principally of 
an overhead runway carrying a chain 
hoist with a capacity of 5,000 Ibs., for 
use in lifting the front ends of vehicles 


and for lifting heavy assemblies in and 
out of vehicles. This unit will be is- 
sued to the 19th Ordnance Company 
of the Mechanized Force. 

Truck Chassis—There were delivered 
to Aberdeen Proving Ground two truck 
chassis for A.A. .50-caliber single ma- 
chine gun mount T4.

Medium Tank, T2—The Medium Tank, 
T2, is continuing its test at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground. This test has been 
delayed by the priority given to the 
tests of the Christie tank. Engine 
tests in the engine laboratory are now 
being carried out to determine whether 
two special Zenith carburetors shall 
be used’ in the engine for this tank. 
Meanwhile, the tank has been perform- 
ing parts of its test program equipped 
with an engine with a single carbure- 
tor. 

Convertible Armored Car—The manu- 
facture of the pilot Convertible Arm- 
ored Car T5, at Rock Island Arsenal, 
is proceeding satisfactorily, and every 
effort is being made to expedite the 
completion of this vehicle.

Light Tank — Negotiations are under 
way with the Vickers-Armstrong Com- 
pany, Ltd., to send to Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Ground, for test and demonstra- 
tion, one of their latest light (Carden- 
Lloyd) tanks. 

Multiple Machine Gun Mount — The 
study drawings of the new multiple 
machine gun truck mount mounting 
four .50-caliber guns are nearing com- 
pietion. It appears now that this 
mount will have several important ad- 
vantages as compared with previous 
types, among which may be mentioned 
freedom from smoke interferénce, abil- 
ity to function on steep slopes without 
leveling, simple, but yet effective fire 
control system, etc. i 
A.A. Director—The design of the sim- 
plified A.A. director is progressing sat- 
isfactorily. It appears possible at this 
time that this director will prove suf- 
ficiently accurate for antiaircraft, as 
well as for field artillery purposes. If 
this proves to be the case, the savings 
in the cost of the antiaircraft fire con- 
trol system will be very marked. 
Ammunition Test—It was reported that 
up to 80 per cent efficiency has been 
attained in the recrystallation of tetryl 
as carried on at Picatinny Arsenal. 
Some further study of the process has 
been directed toward determining how 
the 20 per cent or more of the original 
tetryl is lost during the process. It 
is now believed that most of this loss 
is a result of solubility of tetryl in the 
wash waters. Although the solubility 
ir cold water is quite low in per cent, 
it is apparently sufficient to account 
for appreciable losses as a result of the 
large quantities of wash waters which 
come in contact with the tetryl.

Laying and Recovering Wire 
HE Signal Corps has developed a 
device for laying and recovering 

field wire, according to information re- 

ceived by the Chief of Infantry from 
the Chief Signal Officer. The device is 

a mount which can be used on a motor 

truck or an escort wagon. It will 

carry an axle on which can be placed 
two one-mile spools of field wire, and 
the equipment will include’ means by 

which wire may be recovered by a 

crank operated by hand-power. when 

the vehicle is stationary or in motion. 

When a truck is equipped with a power 

take-off it is anticipated that an aux- 

iliary power arrangement will be pro- 
vided by which wire may be recovered 
by mechanical or electrical power. 

An extended test has been completed 
on an experimental reel cart in which 
a wire-laying and recovering device has 
been improvised. 

Two one-half-mile-reels of wire are 
carried on the reel cart, and could be 
used on either an escort wagon or a 
motor truck. While the method of re- 
covery was by hand-crank and no aux- 
iliary power arrangement contem- 
plated, it is believed that such an 
arrangement could be applied easily. 
The Chief of Infantry has expressed 
the opinion to the Chief Signal Officer 
that the cart in question is suitable 
for infantry use.

HE Nation will celebrate Army Day on April 6. It is a date that will not 
merely recall anniversaries, including the inauguration of our entrance into 
the World War, but will be connected for all time in the future with the fact 
that as a safeguard against war and its horrors the people have an establish- 
ment which is available at any moment to defend them and their interests. We 
shall hope also that the anniversary will impress upon the public mind the 
paucity of our military strength, and further the imperative necessity of 
providing pay which will enable officers and men to live decently and meet 
their obligations. 





HE National Industrial Conference Board of New York has announced that 

the total cost of government, Federal, State, and local, during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1928, was $12,609,000,000. Probably it was more for 
the last fiscal year. But taking the 1928 figure rather than the appropriations 
made for the Federal Government alone, and compare it with the appropriations 
made for the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps—$746,982,141.39—we find 
the cost of national defense to be 5.924 per cent of the total expenditures. 
Included in the Federal appropriations are items for the National Guard and 
Reserve, but excluded from them are State expenditures for these components. 
The cost of the Regular Army alone is approximately 2.75 per cent of the total 
of government expenditures. Pac#fists, in order to show the cost of war, include 
pensions, etc., and produce an appalling percentage, but the people should 
understand that for existing defense the amount spent when compared with 
the total, is pathetically small. 





HE cost of war is made the greater because of the lack of preparedness, which 

the lessons of the past have repeatedly proved. In this connection, the most 
powerful argument we have seen is that which will appear in the forthcoming 
book of General Pershing. Here is the General’s view: 

“The experience of the World War only confirmed the lessons of 
the past. The divisions with little training, while aggressive and cour- 
ageous, were lacking in the ready skill of habit. They were capable of 
powerful blows, but their blows were apt to be awkward. Team-work 
was often not well understood. Flexible and resourceful divisions cannot 

' be created by a few maneuvers or by a few months’ association of 
their elements. On the other hand, without the keen intelligence, the 
endurance, the willingness, and the enthusiasm displayed in the training 
areas and on the battlefields, the decisive results obtained would have 
been impossible.” 

How shameful it is to send men of valor into action handicapped by ignor- 
ance. And what an appalling death roll is the result! 





ii IS imperative that the country should know the facts about the cost of 

the Services in view of the certainty that a determined attempt will be made 
further to reduce the appropriations necessary for their efficient maintenance 
in the forthcoming budget. It is quite true there will be a very great deficit 
in the national on June 30. We have seen numerous suggestions as to 
how this deficit shall be met, among others by curtailment of the large annual 
payments made on the war debt, another by increased taxation, and still an- 
other by the sale of bonds. These suggestions are of direct importance to 
every citizen, but of greater importance, we dare to say, is the continuance 
of our national defense. It is apparent there are all kinds of possibilities in 
the European situation. Germany has been placed under martial law; France 
is upset by the customs arrangement projected by Germany and Austria, and 
the activities of the Soviet Government proceed with their menace to capitalistic 
government. The foreign situation demands adequate preparedness for the 
United States, and we believe the common sense of the people will see that this 
is accomplished, or at least that the strength and efficiency of the armed forces 
shall not be reduced.

Speaking of the classification, the /nfantry Journal, in its March-April 
issue points out: 

“It will be noted that the general ratings of 250 officers were raised, as 
opposed to a lowering of the general ratings of only 21. This fact alone dem- 
onstrates the progressive improvement in the efficiency of infantry officers. It 
is particularly encouraging to note the large number of officers who progressed 
from the general rating ‘satisfactory’ to ‘excellent.’ 

It will also be noted that the percentage of first and second lieutenants with 
general ratings of ‘superior’ or ‘excellent’ is low in comparison with the other 
ranks. The question has arisen whether or not the rating officers, in making 
efficiency reports, are not inclined unconsciously to compare these young officers 
with their other more experienced officers in the higher grades. There is no 
other way to account for this disparity. This is manifestly not in accord with 
the spirit or letter governing the method of rating officers. 

“Paragraph D of the Efficiency Report which covers this subject reads 
in part as follows: 

“ ‘Consider carefully these definitions, keep them in mind when rating, and 
compare the officer with others in same grade.’ 

“As has been previously stated in these notes, the rating of an officer is 
rarely changed until he has shown uniform performance in the next higher or 
next lower rating for a number of years. The changes noted, therefore, result 
not alone in the performance of 1930, but also for the two or three years just

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Senator Brookhart’s Observations.—Senator Smith Wildman Brookhart declares 
that he is going to introduce a resolution in the next Congress prohibiting mem- 
bers of the Army and Navy visiting any place in Panama where liquor is avail- 
able, according to press dispatches from the Canal Zone.

The regulations in the Panama Canal Department regarding 
visiting in the adjoining republic are very strict, and penalties prescribed for 
violations of the rules as to entering the restricted areas as well as to those 
prohibiting drinking are heavy ones. Senator Brookhart, known to be easily 
shocked when there is evidence of the presence of liquor, may have seen an iso- 


is likely that there is little more than an isolated case or so, happening far less 
often than in other jurisdictions, say even in the “jake” districts of Iowa. Mr. 
Brookhart’s proposed resolution is considered as an insult to the Army and Navy 
as well as to the Republic of Panama. He says he sees “drunken soldiers” in 
Panama, and therefore the United States Army and Navy in the Canal Zone 
shall be confined to their quarters, for, he infers, Panama is such a sink of in- 
iquity that it shall be taboo. 

Whether or not there is any significance to be attached to it, an announce. 
ment from the War Department yesterday stated that the Assistant Secretary 
of War, Frederick H. Payne, will leave Washington on April 7 by plane for an 
inspection trip which will take him to the Canal Zone.

Recommendation of No Change Seen in Artillery Combine——A recommendation 
to continue the Field and Coast Artillery as two separate branches is considered 
the most likely result of the survey now being made. While the actual details of 
the study are being zealously guarded, the general opinion favors the likelihood 
of the above recommendation. 

Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, now commander of the 7th Corps Area, as far 
back as 1920 wrote an article favoring consolidation of the two branches. This 
article appeared in the Coast Artillery Journal in 1924. At that time, Gen. Ha- 
good stated, the Field Artillery officers generally opposed combination, while. 
another school of thought, consisting largely of the Coast Artillery officers, 
wished the combination. A third school was neutral in the matter. At the pres- 
ent time there are varying opinions on the subject of combination, and no definite 
feeling can be determined which would represent a fair consensus of opinion of 
either branch. 

The many ramifications of the differences between the two arms, it was 
pointed out, would tend to maintain the two branches in their present channels. 
The mission of the Field Artillery is to support the mobile forces in the field 
while the Coast Artillery has the harbor anti-aircraft, and submarine mine de- 
fenses in its jurisdiction. Coast Artillery anti-aircraft ordnance consists 
largely of the larger caliber guns, with a secondary defense of .50 caliber ma- 
chine guns, while the Field Artillery air defense consists of the machine gun. 
It is believed in many quarters that a consolidation would result in a loss of 
efficiency, because of the varying requirements of fire control and fire principles 
involved in each artillery arm. In other words, it would be extremely difficult 
for any officer to have to keep both Field and Coast Artillery principles in mind. 

One pointed argument advanced which favors continuing as two separate 
units is the splendid efficiency of each branch, which has been developed since the 
split in 1907. Prior to that time, it is related, the officer who was compelled to 
serve in the one branch and then in the other was a veritable “jack of all trades; 
master of none.” It is felt strongly in some circles that this would be the case 
again if a consolidation were to be effected.

The R-101 Disaster and Helium.—“The immediate cause” of the terrible British 
R-101 disaster is attributed by the Board of Inquiry to leaking gas bags. In 
other words, the inflammable hydrogen employed eked out of the bags, and its 
explosion destroyed the ship and snuffed out forty-eight lives. Such a catas- 
trophe is impossible with the American craft because of the use of helium. The 
President has it in his power to authorize the sale of helium to the British air 
forces but it is claimed the cost of transportation is too great, special arrange- 
ments are necessary for the use of the gas, and in time of war the supply might 
be cut off; and it is these conditions which prevent the British Government from 
purchasing. Human life is too precious to be subjected to the risk involved by 
the use of hydrogen. It is suggested that an arrangement might be made by the 
two governments whereby British interests would be taken care of. Certainly, 
the transportation of drums containing helium by British colliers is feasible, 
and if Great Britain were to become involved in war our market would remain 
open to he. In view of the friendly air rivalry between the two nations, it is 
urged that everything which makes for safety should be provided without stint 
under the most favorable practical conditions.

Paid advertising has been eliminated from 
its pages in compliance with the restriction contained in the War Department 
Appropriation act forbidding those in the regular army from being engaged m 
connection with any such publication which solicits paid advertising from firms 
doing business with the Government. 

In explaining the effect of the new legislation upon the association and The 
Field Artillery Journal the March-April issue states: 

“The loss of income to the Field Artillery Association caused by this legis- 
lation is serious, but there appears to be no reason why the Field Artillery Asso- 
ciation can not continue under its present constitution, and The Field Artillery 
Journal continues to be published in approximately the same manner as hereto- 
fore, provided the membership and subscription list is increased and expendi- 
tures reduced. It may be necessary to cut down the expense of publishing the 
Journal either by making it a quarterly instead of a bi-monthly, or by some other 
means. It is therefore exceedingly important at the present time that each mem- 
ber of the Association do everything in his power to increase the membership 
and that Field Artillery officers whether of the Regular Army, National Guard 
or Organized Reserves who are not already members join the Field Artillery 
Association. 

“The Field Artillery is a profession in itself, consisting of a great variety of 
activities, and it has been found through years of experience, not only in this 
country but also in leading foreign nations, that a professional journal is a neces- 
sity. Every Field Artilleryman who is interested in his profession should want 
to join the Association whose objects are according to the constitution:

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Full Text of War Department Promotion Bill 





FOLLOWING is the full text of the 
War Department’s promotion bill, 
enactment of which by the Seventy-sec- 
‘ond Congress is urged by Secretary 
Hurley: 
A BILL 
To regulate the promotion of commis- 
sioned officers of the Army, and for 
other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, That the aggregate number of 
commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army and Philippine Scouts on the ac- 
tive list shall not exceed the number 
now or hereafter expressly authorized 
by law; and all such officers, except 
general officers of the line, shall be in- 
cluded in the categories of promotion- 
list and non-promotion-list officers as 
hereinafter defined. 

Promotion-list officers shall include 
all officers commissioned in grades 
from second lieutenant to colonel, in- 
clusive, except officers of the Medical 
Department, chaplains, professors; and 
promotion-list colonels shall be placed 
immediately above the lieutenant colo- 
nels on the promotion list provided for 
in Section 24a of the act of June 4, 
1920 (41 Stat. 771); U. S. C. 10:553; 
promotion-list officers in the grade of 
colonel on the effective date of this act 
to be arranged among themselves on 
said promotion list in the order of their 
standing on the relative rank list of 
colonels on said date: Provided, That 
nothing in this act contained shall be 
so construed as to change the respec- 
tive relative positions held by officers 
on the promotion list nor, except as 
hereinbefore provided, the method of 
determining the position of officers on 
that list as prescribed by the said act 
of June 4, 1920, as amended. 

Non-promotion-list officers shall in- 
clude all officers of the Medical Depart- 
ment, chaplains, and professors. 

All promotions provided for in this 
act shall be subject to the examination 
prescribed by existing law; and promo- 
tion of promotion-list officers to fill va- 
cancies occurring up to and including 
June 30, 1932, shall be made in accord- 
ance with law in effect on said date. 

Sec. 2. That the number of promo- 
tion-list officers in each grade shall be 
such as results from the operation of 
the promotion system prescribed for 
such officer in this act and shall not be 
otherwise limited except that at any 
one time the aggregate number of such 
officers in the combined grades of colo- 
nel and lieutenant colonel shall not ex- 
ceed 15 per centum and the aggregate 
number in the combined grades of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel and major 
shall not exceed 40 per centum of the 
maximum aggregate number of pro- 
motion-list officers authorized by law. 

Sec. 3. That immediately upon 
the enactment hereof and as of the 
effective date of this act, the’ Secre- 
tary of War shall determine con- 
clusively the number of promotion- 
list officers that should be in each 
successive yearly age group from 
34 to 63 years, inclusive, such determi- 
nation to be based on calculations as 
follows: he shall ascertain the rate of 
normal attrition from the period of the 
60 years last passed of commissioned 
officers of the branches from which is 
maintained the promotion list of the 
Regular Army; from said rate of nor- 
mal attrition he shall compute relative 

“Mage percentages of the survivors of 
“such officers; and he shall then effect 
the required determination by apply- 
ing the said relative age percentages 
to the respective maximum numbers.of 
promotion-list officers authorized for 
the respective grades from colonel to 
captain, inclusive, by the sa.. act of 
June 4, 1920, as amended, the ages to 
be assumed, for the purpose of such 
computation only, to be as follows: 
Colonel, 50 to 63 years, inclusive; lieu- 
tenant colonel, 44 to 49 years, inclu- 
sive; major, 39 to 43 years, inclusive, 
and captain, 34 to 38 years, inclusive. 
The Secretary of War shall cause a 
star to be placed on the promotion list 
opposite the name of each promotion- 
list officer in the service on said date 
in the respective grades . of colonel, 
lieutenant colonel, major and captain 
whose actual age does not exceed by 
more than two years the normal age, 
determined as above prescribed, of the 
group in which his position on the pro- 
motion list is included. A s‘ar shall 
also be placed opposite the name of 
each promotion-list officer thereafter 
entering the grade of captain, either 
by promotion or by original appoint- 





ment, whose actual age meets the re- 
quirement prescribed in the next pre- 
ceding sentence hereof. Each officer 
whose name has been so starred shall 
thereafter during his service on the 
active list, be designated, for promo- 
tion purposes, as a starred officer, re- 
gardless of any subsequent change 
which may be made in his position on 
the promotion list due to loss of files 
by sentence of court martial or from 
any other cause. All other officers ‘on 
the promotion list shall be designated, 
for promotion purposes, as unstarred 
officers, and shall be promoted only in 
the manner and under the conditions 
hereinafter prescribed. 

Subject to the limitations of Section 
2 of this act, the number of starred of- 
ficers in each of the respective grades 
of colonel, lieutenant colonel, and ma- 
jor, shall be equal to the number of 
officers authorized by the said act of 
June 4, 1920, as amended, for each of 
said grades, respectively; and the re- 
sulting original stared vacancies thus 
created in said grades, as of the effec- 
tive date hereof, shall be filled by pro- 
motion of starred officers in accordance 
with their standing on the promotion 
list. Thereafter, for purposes of pro- 
motion, vacancies in the respective 
grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel, 
and major, of the promotion-list officers 
shall be deemed to occur only by rea- 
son of the permanent appointment of 
starred officers as general officers of 
the line, or the promotion or separa- 
tion from the active list of starred of- 
ficers, and all such vacancies shall be 
filled only by the promotion of starred 
officers in the manner hereinbefore 
provided for the filling of original va- 
cancies. Simultaneously with and be- 
cause of the promotion of a starred of- 
ficer, including any such officer pro- 
moted to fill an original starred va- 
cancy, there shall also be promo*ed all 
unstarred officers whose names pre- 
cede his on the promotion list in the 
grade from which promoted: Provided, 
That upon promotion starred officers 
and unstarred officers promoted with 
them shall take rank among them- 
selves according to their standing on 
the promotion list: Provided further, 
That the promotion of a s‘arred officer 
and of all unstarred officers whose pro- 
motion is immediately dependent upon 
the promotion of said starred officer 
shall be defererd so long as necessary 
to prevent the maximum percentages 
hereinbefore prescribed for certain 
designated combined grades from be- 
ing exceeded and until such time as 
said starred officer and all such un- 
starred officers can be promoted simul- 
taneously: And _ provided further, 
That in determining whether the ac- 
tual number of promotion-list officers 
in said combined grades has been so 
reduced as to permit the promotion of 
said starred officer and the unstarred 
officers dependent upon him, all separa- 
tions from any of said combined grades 
of both starred and unstarred officers 
during the period of such deferred pro- 
motion shall be counted. 

Promotion-list second lieutenants 
and first lieutenants shall be promoted 
to the respective grades of first lieu- 
tenant and captain immediately upon 
completing, respectively, three years’ 
and ten years’ commissioned service 
in the Regular Army, but not other- 
wise; and all such officers in the said 
grades of second lieutenant and first 
lieutenant, respectively, who shall have 
completed such periods of service on 
or before the effective date of this act 
shall be so promoted as of said date: 
Provided, That, except as to the me‘h- 
od and conditions of their promotion, 
no distinction shall exist among pro- 
motion-list officers by reason of the fact 
that they have or have not been desig- 
nated as starred officers. 


Sec. 4. That general officers of the 
line, chiefs and assistant chiefs of 
branches, and all non-promotion-list of- 
ficers shall be appo:nted. and promoted 
as now authorized by law, except that 
officers of the Veterinary Corps of the 
Medical Department, shall be promo‘ed 
to, and chaplains shall be given the 
rank, pay and allowances of the re- 
spective grades to and including that 
of colonel upon completion of the same 
respective periods of service prescribed 
by existing law for officers of the 
Medical Corps. Hereafter original ap- 
pointments in the Veterinary Corps 
shali be made in the grade of first lieu- 
between the ages of 23 and 32 years, 
tenant from reserve veterinary officers 
and officers serving in that corps on 
the effective date of this act in the 





grade of second lieutenant shall be pro- 


moted to the grade of first lieutenant 
as of said date. : 

Sec. 5. That nothing in this act 
shall be deemed to apply to temporary 
promotions or advancements in rank of 
commissioned officers of the Air Corps 
as authorized in the act of July 2, 1926 
(44 Stat. 780); U. S. C. Sup. III, 19: 
292a; and officers temporarily promoted 
under the provisions of said act of 
July 2, 1926, shall not be counted in 
computing, under the provisions of this 
act, the authorized maximum number 
of officers in the respective grades to 
which such officers shall have been tem- 
porarily. promoted. 

See. 6. That nothing in this act shall 


be held or construed to discharge any 


officer from the Regular Army or to 
deprive him of the commission which 
he holds therein. This act, which may 
be cited as “The Army Personnel Act,” 
shall be effective from and after July 
1, 1932, and all laws and parts of laws, 
in so far as the same are inconsistent

Promotion Bill Explained 


(Following is the “Explanation, 
Purposes and Advantages of the Pro- 
posed Act of Congress to. Accelerate 
Promotion of Commissioned Personnel 
in the Army,” which was sent to Con- 
gress as exhibit “A” with Secretary 
Hurley’s letter transmitting the “bill 
and recommending its adoption:) 

1. An abnormal personnel situation 
was created in the Army due to the 
method of induction into the service 
of the World War group which is 
about 50 per cent of the total commis- 
sioned strength. If promotion contin- 
ues under existing law and if each 
officer is promoted by seniority only 
as a vacancy occurs in the next higher 
grade, many officers in the hump and 
all post-war officers will be stagnated 
for years in the lower grades. 

2. The purpose of the proposed act 
is to accelerate the promotion of all 
officers, without changing the relative 
standing on the promotion list of any 
and without imcreasing unduly the 
number of officers in the field grades 
in the Army, thereby adhering to the 
principle that the arrangement of offi- 
cers in rank and grade should be pyra- 
midal. The basis of the bill is promo- 








tion by seniority as vacancies occur 
through normal attrition—exactly the 
same method that exists under the 
present law, except that second lieu- 
tenants shall enter the grade of first 
lieutenant after 3 years’ commission- 
ed service in the Regular Army and 
first lieutenants shall enter the grade 
of captain after 10 years’ commis- 
sioned service in the Regular Army 
and not otherwise. 

3. It is believed that, without 
changing the existing laws and means 
of separation from the service, the 
average rate of promotion in future 
will follow the average rate the Army 
has experienced during the past 60 
years. The yearly attrition, except 
war casualties and separations incident 
to reduction in the strength of the 
commissioned personnel of the Army, 
has therefore been determined and rela- 
tive percentages of the survivors of 
said groups each year on the active 
list have been computed since 1870. 

4. From the percentages of sur- 
vivors there have also been computed 
the number of officers that should be 


colonel to captain inclusive, based on 
the numbers of officers in said grades 
as authorized by existing law, and using 
for purposes of computation the aver- 
age ages that officers should enter said 
grades, under the provisions of Senate 
Bill No. 4, 1st Session, 71st Congress, 
dated April 18, 1929 (The Reed Bill).

Starred officers only in the 
inclusive grades of lieutenant colonel 
to captain will fill vacancies in the 
next higher grade. Each starred offi- 
cer entitled to promotion will carry 
with him to the next higher grade all 
unstarred officers immediately preced- 
ing him on the promotion list.

Speaking of the classification, the Infantry Journal, in its March-April 
issue points out: 

“It will be noted that the general ratings of 250 officers were raised, as 
opposed to a lowering of the general ratings of only 21. This fact alone dem- 
onstrates the progressive improvement in the efficiency of infantry officers. It 
is particularly encouraging to note the large number of officers who progressed 
from the general rating ‘satisfactory’ to ‘excellent.’ 

It will also be noted that the percentage of first and second lieutenants with 
general ratings of ‘superior’ or ‘excellent’ is low in comparison with the other 
ranks. The question has arisen whether or not the rating officers, in making 
efficiency reports, are not inclined unconsciously to compare these young officers 
with their other more experienced officers in the higher grades. There is no 
other way to account for this disparity. This is manifestly not in accord with 
the spirit or letter governing the method of rating officers. 

“Paragraph D of the Efficiency Report which covers this subject reads 
in part as follows: 

“ ‘Consider carefully these definitions, keep them in mind when rating, and 
compare the officer with others in same grade.’ 

“As has been previously stated in these notes, the rating of an officer is 
rarely changed until he has shown uniform performance in the next higher or 
next lower rating for a number of years. The changes noted, therefore, result 
not alone in the performance of 1930, but also for the two or three years just 
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Senator Brookhart’s Observations.—Senator Smith Wildman Brookhart declares 
that he is going to introduce a resolution in the next Congress prohibiting mem- 
bers of the Army and Navy visiting any place in Panama where liquor is avail- 
able, according to press dispatches from the Canal Zone. He is quoted in the 
New York Times as stating that he had seen drunken soldiers in United States 
uniforms staggering about the streets of Panama and Colon, and confirmed an 
earlier statement to the effect that he would press such a restriction to remedy 
what he terms “outrageous conditions” in Panama. Members of the service who 
have served in the Canal Zone find the Iowa Senator’s descriptions of conditions 
hard to believe. The regulations in the Panama Canal Department regarding 
visiting in the adjoining republic are very strict, and penalties prescribed for 
violations of the rules as to entering the restricted areas as well as to those 
prohibiting drinking are heavy ones. Senator Brookhart, known to be easily 
shocked when there is evidence of the presence of liquor, may have seen an iso- 


lated case. But with Maj. Gen. Preston Brown in charge of the Department, it © 


is likely that there is little more than an isolated case or so, happening far less 
often than in other jurisdictions, say even in the “jake” districts of Iowa. Mr. 
Brookhart’s proposed resolution is considered as an insult to the Army and Navy 
as well as to the Republic of Panama. He says he sees “drunken soldiers” in 
Panama, and therefore the United States Army and Navy in the Canal Zone 
shall be confined to their quarters, for, he infers, Panama is such a sink of in- 
iquity that it shall be taboo. 

Whether or not there is any significance to be attached to it, an announce- 
ment from the War Department yesterday stated that the Assistant Secretary 
of War, Frederick H. Payne, will leave Washington on April 7 by plane for an 
inspection trip which will take him to the Canal Zone.

Recommendation of No Change Seen in Artillery Combine.—A recommendation 
to continue the Field and Coast Artillery as two separate branches is considered 
the most likely result of the survey now being made. While the actual details of 
the study are being zealously guarded, the general opinion favors the likelihood 
of the above recommendation. 

Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, now commander of the 7th Corps Area, as far 
back as 1920 wrote an article favoring consolidation of the two branches. This 
article appeared in the Coast Artillery Journal in 1924. At that time, Gen. Ha- 
good stated, the Field Artillery officers generally opposed combination, while. 
another school of thought, consisting largely of the Coast Artillery officers, 
wished the combination. A third school was neutral in the matter. At the pres- 
ent time there are varying opinions on the subject of combination, and no definite 
feeling can be determined which would represent a fair consensus of opinion of 
either branch. 

The many ramifications of the differences between the two arms, it was 
pointed out, would tend to maintain the two branches in their present channels. 
The mission of the Field Artillery is to support the mobile forces in the field 
while the Coast Artillery has the harbor anti-aircraft, and submarine mine de- 
fenses in its jurisdiction. Coast Artillery anti-aircraft ordnance consists 
largely of the larger caliber guns, with a secondary defense of .50 caliber ma- 
chine guns, while the Field Artillery air defense consists of the machine gun. 
It is believed in many quarters that a consolidation would result in a loss of 
efficiency, because cf the varying requirements of fire control and fire principles 
involved in each artillery arm. In other words, it would be extremely difficult 
for any officer to have to keep both Field and Coast Artillery principles in mind. 

One pointed argument advanced which favors continuing as two separate 
units is the splendid efficiency of each branch, which has been developed since the 
split in 1907. Prior to that time, it is related, the officer who was compelled to 
serve in the one branch and then in the other was a veritable “jack of all trades; 
master of none.” It is felt strongly in some circles that this would be the case 
again if a consolidation were to be effected.

The R-101 Disaster and Helium.—“The immediate cause” of the terrible British 
R-101 disaster is attributed by the Board of Inquiry to leaking gas bags. In 
other words, the inflammable hydrogen employed eked out of the bags, and its 
explosion destroyed the ship and snuffed out forty-eight lives. Such a catas- 
trophe is impossible with the. American craft because of the use of helium. The 
President has it in his power to authorize the sale of helium to the British air 
forces but it is claimed the cost of transportation is too great, special arrange- 
ments are necessary for the use of the gas, and in time of war the supply might 
be cut off; and it is these conditions which prevent the British Government from 
purchasing. Human life is too precious to be subjected to the risk involved by 
the use of hydrogen. It is suggested that an arrangement might be made by the 
two governments whereby British interests would be taken care of. Certainly, 
the transportation of drums containing helium by British colliers is feasible, 
and if Great Britain were to become involved in war our market would remain 
open to he. In view of the friendly air rivalry between the two nations, it is 
urged that everything which makes for safety should be provided without stint 
under the most favorable practical conditions.

“The loss of income to the Field Artillery Association caused by this legis- 
lation is serious, but there appears to be no reason why the Field Artillery Asso- 
ciation can not continue under its present constitution, and The Field Artillery 
Journal continues to be published in approximately the same manner as hereto- 
fore, provided the membership and subscription list is increased and expendi- 
tures reduced. It may be necessary to cut down the expense of publishing the 
Journal either by making it a quarterly instead of a bi-monthly, or by some other 
means. It is therefore exceedingly important at the present time that each mem- 
ber of the Association do everything in his power to increase the membership 
and that Field Artillery officers whether of the Regular Army, National Guard 
or Organized Reserves who are not already members join the Field Artillery 
Association. 

“The Field Artillery is a profession in itself, consisting of a great variety of 
activities, and it has been found through years of experience, not only in this 
country but also in leading foreign nations, that a professional journal is a neces- 
sity.

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Full Text of War Department Promotion Bill | 





FOLLOWING is the full text of the 
War Department’s promotion bill, 
enactment of which by the Seventy-sec- 
ond Congress is urged by Secretary 
Hurley: 
A BILL 
To regulate the promotion of commis- 
sioned officers of the Army, and for 
other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, That the aggregate number of 
commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army and Philippine Scouts on the ac- 
tive list shall not exceed the number 
now or hereafter expressly authorized 
by law; and all such officers, except 
general officers of the line, shall be in- 
cluded in the categories of promotion- 
list and non-promotion-list officers as 
hereinafter defined. 

Promotion-list officers shall include 
all officers commissioned in grades 
from second lieutenant to colonel, in- 
elusive, except officers of the Medical 
Department, chaplains, professors; and 
promotion-list colonels shall be placed 
immediately above the lieutenant colo- 
nels on the promotion list provided for 
in Section 24a of the act of June 4, 
1920 (41 Stat. 771); U. S. C. 10:553; 
promotion-list officers in the grade of 
colonel on the effective date of this act 
to be arranged among themselves on 
said promotion list in the order of their 
standing on the relative rank list of 
colonels on said date: Provided, That 
nothing in this act contained shall be 
so construed as to change the respec- 
tive relative positions held by officers 
on the promotion list nor, except as 
hereinbefore provided, the method of 
determining the position of officers on 
that list as prescribed by the said act 
of June 4, 1920, as amended. 

Non-promotion-list officers shall in- 
clude ali officers of the Medical Depart- 
ment, chaplains, and professors. 

All promotions provided for in this 
act shall be subject to the examination 
prescribed by existing law; and promo- 
tion of promotion-list officers to fill va- 
cancies occurring up to and including 
June 30, 1932, shall be made in accord- 
ance with law in effect on said date. 

Sec. 2. That the number of promo- 
tion-list officers in each grade shall be 
such as results from the operation of 
the promotion system prescribed for 
such officer in this act and shall not be 
otherwise limited except that at any 
one time the aggregate number of such 
officers in the combined grades of colo- 
nel and lieutenant colonel shall not ex- 
ceed 15 per centum and the aggregate 
number in the combined grades of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel and major 
shall not exceed 40 per centum of the 
maximum aggregate number of pro- 
motion-list officers authorized by law. 

Sec. 3. That immediately upon 
the enactment hereof and as of the 
effective date of this act, the’ Secre- 
tary of War shall determine con- 
clusively the number of promotion- 
list officers that should be in each 
successive yearly age group from 
34 to 63 years, inclusive, such determi- 
nation to be based on calculations as 
follows: he shall ascertain the rate of 
normal attrition from the period of the 
60 years last passed of commissioned 
officers of the branches from which is 
maintained the promotion list of the 
Regular Army; from said rate of nor- 
mal attrition he shall compute relative 
age percentages of the survivors of 
such officers; and he shall then effect 
the required determination by apply- 
ing the said relative age percentages 
to the respective maximum numbers.of 
promotion-list officers authorized for 
the respective grades from c*lonel. to 
captain, inclusive, by the sa.. act of 
June 4, 1920, as amended, the ages to 
be assumed, for the purpose of such 
computation only, to be as follows: 
Colonel, 50 to 63 years, inclusive; lieu- 
tenant colonel, 44 to 49 years, inclu- 
sive; major, 39 to 43 years, inclusive, 
and captain, 34 to 38 years, inclusive. 
The Secretary of War shall cause a 
star to be placed on the promotion list 
opposite the name of each promotion- 
list officer in the service on said date 
in the respective grades of colonel, 
lieutenant colonel, major and captain 
whose actual age does not exceed by 
more than two years the normal age, 
determined as above prescribed, of the 
group in which his position on the pro- 
motion list is included. A s‘ar shall 
also be placed opposite the name of 
each promotion-list officer thereafter 
entering the grade of captain, either 
by promotion or by original appoint- 





ment, whose actual age meets the re- 
quirement prescribed in the next pre- 
ceding sentence hereof. Each officer 
whose name has been so starred shall 
thereafter during his service on the 
active list, be designated, for promo- 
tion purposes, as a starred officer, re- 
gardless of any subsequent change 
which may be made in his position on 
the promotion list due to loss of files 
by sentence of court martial or from 
any other cause. All other officers ‘on 
the promotion list shall be designated, 
for promotion purposes, as unstarred 
officers, and shall be promoted only in 
the manner and under the conditions 
hereinafter prescribed. 

Subject to the limitations of Section 
2 of this act, the number of starred of- 
ficers in each of the respective grades 
of colonel, lieutenant colonel, and ma- 
jor, shall be equal to the number of 
officers authorized by the said act of 
June 4, 1920, as amended, for each of 
said grades, respectively; and the re- 
sulting original stared vacancies thus 
created in said grades, as of the effec- 
tive date hereof, shall be filled by pro- 
motion of starred officers in accordance 
with their standing on the promotion 
list. Thereafter, for purposes of pro- 
motion, vacancies in the respective 
grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel, 
and major, of the promotion-list officers 
shall be deemed to occur only by rea- 
son of the permanent appointment of 
starred officers as general officers of 
the line, or the promotion or separa- 
tion from the active list of starred of- 
ficers, and all such vacancies shall be 
filled only by the promotion of starred 
officers in the manner hereinbefore 
provided for the filling of original va- 
cancies. Simultaneously with and be- 
cause of the promotion of a starred of- 
ficer, including any such officer pro- 
moted to fill an original starred va- 
cancy, there shall also be promo‘ed all 
unstarred officers whose names. pre- 
cede his on the promotion list in the 
grade from which promoted: Provided, 
That upon promotion starred officers 
and unstarred officers promoted with 
them shall take rank among them- 
selves according to their standing on 
the promotion list: Provided further, 
That the promotion of a s‘arred officer 
and of all unstarred officers whose pro- 
motion is immediately dependent upon 
the promotion of said starred officer 
shall be defererd so long as necessary 
to prevent the maximum percentages 
hereinbefore prescribed for certain 
designated combined grades from be- 
ing exceeded and until such time as 
said starred officer and all such un- 
starred officers can be promoted simul- 
taneously: And _ provided further, 
That in determining whether the ac- 
tual number of promotion-list officers 
in said combined grades has been so 
reduced as to permit the promotion of 
said starred officer and the unstarred 
officers dependent upon him, all separa- 
tions from any of said combined grades 
of both starred and unstarred officers 
during the period of such deferred pro- 
motion shall be counted. 


Promotion-list second lieutenants 
and first lieutenants shall be promoted 
to the respective grades of first lieu- 
tenant and captain immediately upon 
completing, respectively, three years’ 
and ten years’ commissioned service 
in the Regular Army, but not other- 
wise; and all such officers in the said 
grades of second lieutenant and first 
lieutenant, respectively, who shall have 
completed such periods of service on 
or before the effective date of this act 
shall be so promoted as of said date: 
Provided, That, except as to the me‘h- 
od and conditions of their promotion, 
no distinction shall exist among pro- 
motion-list officers by reason of the fact 
that they have or have not been desig- 
nated as starred officers, 


Sec. 4. That general officers of the 
line, chiefs and assistant chiefs of 
branches, and all non-promotion-list of- 
ficers shall be appo:nted.and promoted 
as now authorized by law, except that 
officers of the Veterinary Corps of the 
Medical Department, shall be promo‘ed 
to, and chaplains shall be given the 
rank, pay and allowances of the re- 
spective grades to and including that 
of colonel upon completion of the same 
respective periods of service prescribed 
by existing law for officers of the 
Medical Corps. Hereafter original ap- 
pointments in the Veterinary Corps 
shall be made in the grade of first lieu- 
between the ages of 23 and 32 years, 
tenant from reserve veterinary officers 
‘and officers serving in that corps on 
the effective date of this act in the 





grade of second lieutenant shall be pro- 
moted to the grade of first lieutenant 
as of said date. : 

Sec. 5. That nothing in this act 
shall be deemed to apply to temporary 
promotions or advancements in rank of 
commissioned officers of the Air Corps 
as authorized in the act of July 2, 1926 
(44 Stat. 780); U. S. C. Sup. III, 19: 
292a; and officers temporarily promoted 
under the provisions of said act of 
July 2, 1926, shall not be counted in 
computing, under the provisions of this 
act, the authorized maximum number 
of officers in the respective grades to 
which such officers shall have been tem- 
porarily promoted. 

See. 6. That nothing in this act shall 
be held or construed to discharge any 
officer from the Regular Army or to 
deprive him of the commission which 
he holds therein. This act, which may 
be cited as “The Army Personnel Act,” 
shall be effective from and after July 
1, 1932, and all laws and parts of laws, 
in so far as the same are inconsistent 
herewith or are in conflict with any of 
the provisions hereof, are hereby re- 
pealed as of that date.

Promotion Bill Explained 


(Following is the “Explanation, 
Purposes and Advantages of the Pro- 
posed Act of Congress to. Accelerate 
Promotion of Commissioned Personnel 
in the Army,” which was sent to Con- 
gress as exhibit “A” with Secretary 
Hurley’s letter transmitting the “bill 
and recommending its adoption: ) 

1. An abnormal personnel situation 
was created in the Army due to the 
method of induction into the service 
of the World War group which is 
about 50 per cent of the total commis- 
sioned strength. If promotion contin- 
ues under existing law and if each 
officer is promoted by seniority only 
as a vacancy occurs in the next higher 
grade, many officers in the hump and 
all post-war officers will be stagnated 
for years in the lower grades. 

2. The purpose of the proposed act 
is to accelerate the promotion of all 
officers, without changing the relative 
standing on the promotion list of any 
and without imcreasing unduly the 
number of officers in the field grades 
in the Army, thereby adhering to the 
principle that the arrangement of offi- 
cers in rank and grade should be pyra- 
midal. The basis of the bill is promo- 





tion by seniority as vacancies occur 
through normal attrition—exactly the 
same method that exists under the 
present law, except that second lieu- 
tenants shall enter the grade of first 
lieutenant after 3 years’ commission- 
ed service in the Regular Army and 
first lieutenants shall enter the grade 
of captain after 10 years’ commis- 
sioned service in the Regular Army 
and not otherwise. 

3. It is believed that, without 
changing the existing laws and means 
of separation from the service, the 
average rate of promotion in future 
will follow the average rate the Army 
has experienced during the past 60 
years. The yearly attrition, except 
war casualties and separations incident 
to reduction in the strength of the 
commissioned personnel of the Army, 
has therefore been determined and rela- 
tive percentages of the survivors of 
said groups each year on the active 
list have been computed since 1870. 

4. From the percentages of sur- 
vivors there have also been computed 
the number of officers that should be 
in each age group in the grades of 
colonel to captain inclusive, based on 
the numbers of officers in said grades 
as authorized by existing law, and using 
for purposes of computation the aver- 
age ages that officers should enter said 
grades, under the provisions of Senate 
Bill No. 4, 1st Session, 71st Congress, 
dated April 18, 1929 (The Reed Bill). 

5. Each officer on the relative list 
dated July 1, 1930, of colonels and each 
officer on the promotion list dated July 
1, 1930, of lieutenant colonels to cap- 
tains inclusive, whose age does not ex- 
ceed by over two years the age of the 
group in which his position on the list 
is included, has been starred. All other 
officers have been left unstarred. 

6, For purposes of promotion, 
starred officers only in the inclusive 
grades of colonel to major will create 
vacancies. Starred officers only in the 
inclusive grades of lieutenant colonel 
to captain will fill vacancies in the 
next higher grade. Each starred offi- 
cer entitled to promotion will carry 
with him to the next higher grade all 
unstarred officers immediately preced- 
ing him on the promotion list. The 
promotion of second lieutenants and 
first lieutenants is not dependent upon 
vacancies but these officers will be pro- 
moted, as heretofore stated, upon com-

A-35068. (S) Pay—Retainer—Long- 
evity — Transferred member — Fleet 
Naval Reserve. An enlisted man of 
the Navy on whose application the 
Bureau of Navigation has authorized 
his transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve 
at a definite future date on condition 
that the man shall not lose any time 
not counted for service between date of 
application and date named for trans- 
fer, who is thereafter by his command- 
ing officer transferred on the date 
fixed, but who lost time between date 
of application and date of transfer, is 
entitled to retainer pay, subject to de- 
duction for time lost between date of 
application and date of transfer, as de- 
termined by the Navy Department in 
authorizing his transfer. 

A-35641. (S) Traveling expenses— 
Per diem allowance — Army officer 
awaiting transport. Where an officer 
is relieved from duty at Kingston, N. 
es and ordered to proceed to San 
Francisco on an Army transport and 
then granted leave of absence, in which 
order he is directed to report at the 
expiration thereof at San Francisco 
before proceeding to his new duty sta- 
tion in Hawaii, there is no authority 
for allowing him per diem allowance 
while awaiting the sailing of an Army 
transport at San Francisco up to the 
date of the expiration of his leave of 
absence on which date the transport 
sailed from San Francisco.

Assignment of Officers 


LENGTH of service at a particular 

station (except in the District of 
Culumbia) no longer will constitute a 
sole cause for transferring Army of- 
ficers, under a new policy laid down by 
the chief of staff. 

In general four years at a station 
will hereafter be considered as a mini- 
mum but there will be no maximum 
length of service at a station except 
where prescribed by law. Previously 
it had been the custom to transfer 
colonels every two years. 

For service in Washington it will 
hereafter be permissible for officers de- 
tailed to the War Department general 
staff from the Army War College to 
serve their full four years on staff 
duty, whereas heretofore they were re- 
stricted to a total of four years in 
Washington, allowing them only three 
years on staff duty. Thus, a War Col- 
lege graduate assigned to duty with 
the general staff here may stay a total 
of five years in Washington while a 
graduate assigned elsewhere in the War 
Department may stay only four years. 

The policy was outlined by the Chief 
of Staff in a memorandum to the Ad- 
jutant General as follows: 

(a) The best interests of the gov- 
ernment, including economy in expen- 
ditures, eligibility, availability and 
qualifications, shall be the governing 
factors in the assignment of officers. 

(b) As far as is consistent with sub- 
paragraph (a) above, consideration 
shall be given to officers’ wishes as 
to duty and station. However, every 
effort shall be made to equalize condi- 
tions of service among all officers. 

(c) Corps area commanders shall be 
consulted with reference to assign- 
ments of their principal staff officers. 

(d) Except as specified in subpara- 
graph (e) below, there shall be no 
fixed minimum or maximum period of 
service at any station in the United 
States. 

(e) No officer shall serve in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia more than four years, 
except officers detailed to the War De- 
partment general staff from the Army 
War College, provided exceptions to 
this rule may be made by the adjutant 
general in the cases of officers on duty 
at Walter Reed General Hospital and 
Bolling Field when such action is 
clearly shown to be solely in the in- 
terests of the Government. 

(f) Except in so far as service in 
the District of Columbia is concerned, 
the length of any particular period 
of service at any station in the United 
States shall not constitute a sole cause 
for a change of station. 

(g) In general, the minimum period 
of service in any assignment shall be 
four years. There shall be no maxi- 
mum length of duty in any assignment, 
except as prescribed by law. 

(h) Foreign service.—The following 
will be added to the present foreign 
service policy: 

1. Those officers who are commis- 
sioned in the regular service in rela- 
tively high grades and who, therefore, 
had no opportunity to accumulate for-

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eign service in the normal routine, oc- 
cupy anomalous positions on a foreign 
service roster based entirely upon total 
foreign service. The. basic equity in 
their case is that they should spend 
approximately the same percentage of 
time on foreign service as do other of- 
ficers of their grade and branch. They 
should, therefore, be regarded as ex- 
ceptions to the general rule and their 
cases handled individually and strictly 
upon the merits and equities involved. 

2. Due to the importance of the 
command involved, major generals for 
foreign service will be selected with 
due reference not only to the total of 
foreign service they have amassed, but 
with the idea of rotation in such im- 
portant assignments. In their cases 
the period of time that they have been 
away from foreign service will be con- 
sidered as a factor in addition to the 
total length of service. It will not be 
the policy to detail a major general 
who has completed a full tour of for- 
eign service in that grade to again go 
upon foreign service if this can be 
equitably avoided, unless he volunteer 
for such service. Unless some palpable 
injustice would be done thereby, it will 
be the practice not to redetail such an 
officer until all other officers of his 
grade shall have performed a tour of 
foreign service as a major general. In 
the case of officers of such high rank, 
the importance of governmental inter- 
ests transcend all personal interests in- 
volved, and if the necessity arises no 
foreign service policies enunciated will 
serve to prevent any assignment that 
may be deemed for the best interests 
of the Government. 

3. Due to the unhomogeneity of 
service: records of Army personnel, 
there may be cases where the applica- 
tion of the foreign service roster under 
announced policies may work injustice. 
Such cases will be considered and de- 
cided entirely upon their individual 
merit, the adjutant general being 
charged with the presentation of such 
cases to higher authority. 

(i) The assignment of officers as far 
as practicable shall be made during 
the period July 1 to Aug. 31. 

(j) The most careful consideration 
shall be given to the synchronization 
of essential changes of station with a 
selection of officers for new assign- 
ment. As an example, instructors at 
the various service schools should be 
selected ordinarily from graduates who 
have not yet left the station. Gradu- 
aes not selected for duty as instructors

service with the expectation and as- 

surance of a military career. 

“It is recognized that the elimination 
of the forced attrition features from 
the plan of the Interdepartmental Pay- 
Personnel Board will affect the uni- 
formity with other services called for 
by your committee, but it is believed 
that the best interests of the Govern- 
ment and its Army personnel forbid 
such forced attrition. In this respect 
the personnel problems of. the other 
services as well as those of the Army 
should be worked out in accordance with 
their respective needs. The War De- 
partment is preparing a plan which, 
though not producing immediate parity 
with the other services, will gradually 
approach it; and which will be with- 
out objectionable features financially 
or with respect to personnel.” ’ 


The plan of promotion referred to 
has now been prepared and is furnish- 
ed herewith, together with certain ex- 
planatory remarks and a statement of 
advantages. I believe that the propos- 
ed act best fits the Army’s needs and 
it is furnished to you at this time in 
order that it may be studied with a 
view to its intioduction, which I recom- 
mend, in the 72nd Congress. 

I shall be glad to send to you or to 
the House Military Affairs Committee 
at any time an officer who will explain 
in detail any feature which may not be 
clearly understood.

Cogeco: — duties of the National 
in peace, as in war, have 
tn aon better illustrated than dur- 
ing the recent depression in assisting 
the unemployed in numberless ways, 
according to the Militia Bureau. 
Due to the fact that plans and speci- 
fications were already on hand for 
many of the projects under the $1,000,- 
000 appropriation by the Congress for 
National Guard camp construction, it 
was possible to immediately give em- 
ployment to hundreds of workmen 
throughout the country instead of be- 
ing obliged to wait for the preparation 
of plans and specifications ‘as is so 
often necessary. 
In many cities National —_ arm- 
ories, with army cots, bed sacks and 
blankets, have been made available for 
housing the unemployed. This is in 
addition to the normal use of armories 
by the civilian population for meet- 
ings, etc. In New York State alone 
a recent survey showed the use of 
armories “by more than 3,300,000 civil- 
ians for civic, community, social, edu- 
cational and recreational activities.” 

The 108rd Cavalry, Pennsylvania NG 
armory in Philadelphia was used re- 
cently by the Veterans Bureau to ac- 
commodate the thousands of World 
War veterans applying for loans on 
adjusted compensation certificates. 

The armory drill pay of National 
Guardsmen, $1.00 per week and up, 
according to rank, has proven a God- 
send in many communities. From one 
in the drought-stricken area, in some 
instances, it is reported the drill pay 
is defraying the living expenses of the 
families of the men and the pay roll 
“dropped into the circulation of ——, 
is no mere ‘drop in the bucket’—it’s a 
whole tubful.” 

For some months the National Guard 
organizations of Wilmington, N. C., 
have, with the assistance of local mer- 
chants and the Legion Auxiliary, united 
in furnishing meals to needy and un- 
dernourished children. 

Battery D, 156th FA, Middletown, 

Y., not only furnished sleeping 
quarters for workmen stranded by con- 
tractors abandoning a road contract, 
but fed them from illegally killed deer 
siezed by State Police and vegetables 
contributed by the townspeople.

Botncstic Manganese 


E importance of developing the 
domestic manganese production 
was stressed by Assistant Secretary of 
War Frederick H. Payne and Maj. Al- 
fred H. Hobley, AC, of.the Assistant 
’s office, in speeches delivered 
at the third annual convention of the 
American Manganese Producers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

“Of the war materials necessary to 
us in war,” Col. Payne declared, “none 
is more important than manganese. 
The problem of providing an adequate 
supply is aggravated by the fact that 
we largely rely upon foreign sources 
to meet our demands in this material. 
Consequently, it is easy to see why 
we are so interested in the activities 
of the American Manganese Producers’ 
Association. 

“We tae a deep interest in the efforts 
of the domestic manganese producers 
to develop processes that would enable 
the United States to utilize its large 
deposits of low grade ore and be at 
least partially self-sustaining in this 
respect. The existence of an organiza- 
tion such as the American Manganese 
Producers’ Association implies a mobi- 
lization of the nation’s manganese re- 
sources and makes available a direct 
means of contact with the industry. 
The Association has shown that it is 
a live, active body, in other words a 
‘going’ concern. As such, it can be of 
the greatest assistance to the War De- 
partment in developing a national in- 
dustrial program for the nation’s use 
should we unfortunately be thrust into 
war.” 

“After considering all possible solu- 
tions to the manganese problem,” Maj. 
Hobley said, “it appears that one of 
the safest methods from the standpoint 
of production in wartime, is the devel- 
opment of the domestic industry to 
the point where it would be in existence 
and offer a satisfactory nucleus for 
expansion to the necessary degree to 
meet the increased needs that might 
arise as a result of military activity. 
To a certain extent this is what the 
domestic manganese producers have 
been trying to do and in which they 
have encountered considerable difficulty 
and resistance. Entirely from a neu- 
tral standpoint, it appears that the 
controversy about manganese, like any 
other controversy, has two sides. One 
side is that of the producer, the other 
that of the consumer. 

“The producer, owning certain man- 
ganese properties and dependent upon 
these properties for his income, is nat- 
urally anxious to convert his manga- 
nese into something that can be used 
by him as a basis of exchange, in other 
words, into money. There is no law 
against such an action on his part and 
he is entitled to all the assistance that 
he can obtain, limited only by his abil- 
ity to impress the proper authorities 
with the importance and value of his 
project. The manganese producer can- 
not help being influenced by the fact 
that it appears to be an established 
policy to assist or protect struggling, 
infant domestic industries by a rea- 
sonable tariff. Such protection has 
been extended to domestic mineral in- 
dustries that the average person would 
not know required it. For instance, 
it may be a surprise for some of you 
to know that the domestic lead indus- 
try is protected with a tariff of 1%c 
a pound, although most people would 
consider lead as one of the materials 
we should not have to worry about. We 
also find that zinc is protected with a 
tariff of the same amount, and per- 
haps the biggest surprise of all to most 
people is the fact that steel is also 
protected by a tariff, although the steel 
industry of the United States occupies 
an outstanding position in the world.”

Heating Experiment—A very interest- 
ing experiment was recently conducted 
ai Selfridge Field, Mich., with a heat- 
ing apparatus consisting of a large 
plumbers’ pot to which a length of 
stove pipe was fitted.

Argentines Visit — Selfridge Field 
Mich., was recently honored by a visit 
from Captains Alfredo Paladino and 
Pedro Castex, of the Argentine Army, 
who are touring this country in the 
interests of the Argentine Air Service. 
During their visit, a demonstration 
formation was flown for them by the 
First Pursuit Group. After the form- 
ation, Captain Castex, who is an ex- 
perienced pilot, was given an oppor- 
tunity to fly one of the latest type 
Pursuit airplanes on the field, the P- 
12C. After the flight, the Captain ex- 
pressed himself as highly pleased with 
this speedy little ship. 
New Radio Receivers—With the ar- 
rival of the new BCSA-167 radio re- 
ceivers in the 95th Pursuit Squadron, 
Rockwell Field, Coronado, Calif., rapid 
progress has been made in this type 
of endeavor, and the results obtained 
have been most gratifying. To date 
the best record made is 120 miles, us- 
ing two-way voice. The equipment 
used consisted of one of the new type 
receivers and a BC-133 transmitter in- 
stalled in a Boeing P-12C airplane. 
Fixed antenna is used. Maj. Carl Spatz 
was in constant two-way communica- 
tion with the Rockwell Field ground 
station until he was over Los Angeles. 
At this point, interference from the 
Los Angeles broadcasting stations ren- 
dered further contact impossible. 
Several of the new Boeing P-12C 
airplanes are being installed with this 
new equipment, along with the new 
motor shielding. At the rate this work 
is developing, great things are expected 
in the near future. 
Philippine Maneuvers—The Third Pur- 
suit Squadron, Clark Field, P. I., par- 
ticipated in the annual maneuvers of 
the Philippine Division which were 
conducted in the Lingayen Gulf area 
from January 5 to 17, performing 
from one to three missions daily dur- 
ing that period. Missions included 
special protection flights, special recon- 
naissances, gas attacks and the laying 
of smoke sereens. The gas attacks 
were simulated by the substitution, in 
the tanks, of oil of wintergreen and 
water which was sprayed upon the 
troops by airplanes flying in echelon 
along the windward side. In all cases 
the scent of the. wintergreen was de- 
cidedly noticeable to all classes of 
ground troops, which were attacked 
under a great variety of circumstances 
and formations. The tanks functioned 
quite satisfactorily on all smoke and

Financial Digest 

ITH the sudden development of 

active selling there is bound to be 
some hurried liquidation of long stocks, 
according to recent morning stock let- 
ters from E. A. Pierce and Co. In 
order for a serious or lasting break 
to develop it is necessary to visualize 
a situation similar to that prevailing 
last December. It does not seem likely 
that such a situation exists at the pres. 
ent time. In the panicky conditions 
which prevailed there was for a time 
no consideration of apparent values, 
but only an overwhelming desire to 
liquidate long stocks and to stand en- 
tirely clear. 


At the present time there is realiza- 
tion or, at least, belief that the busi- 
ness depression is dragging bottom, 
and that therefore during periods of 
active market weakness consideration 
will be given, it seems, to apparent in- 
trinsic values, with the definite idea of 
making purchases of selected stocks for 
longer term retention. There may 
have been very little investment buy- 
ing during recent weeks. The market 
showed the lack of that kind of ac- 
cumulation, but it seems likely that an 
investment demand will reappear, at- 
tracted by the declining prices. As a 
result, it appears that the market now 


has a constructive background, which 
it altogether lacked in the closing 
months of 1930.

Marine Corps, Navy and Army 
pressed into service, order is being 
established in devastated Managua, 
after the earthquake and fire of the 
‘past week. 

Marines of the Second Brigade, 
Guardia Nacional, and aircraft squad- 
rons, headed by Col. Frederick L. 
Bradman, USMC, Naval medical per- 
sonnel, the USS Lexington, lying to off 
the east coast of Nicaragua, sending 
planes with supplies to the stricken 
city, the USS Rochester just arrived at 
Corinto with additional supplies, and 
the Army Engineer Detachment, un- 
der Lt. Col. Dan L. Sultan, USA, have 
the relief work well in hand. 

Recurring quakes, fire, a threatened 
epidemic, and reports of the approach 
of bandits under Sandino, make the 
situation still a perilous one. The city 
is under martial law, Marines and Na- 
tional Guardsmen patroling the streets 
to prevent looting, while the excavation 
of bodies buried under the debris still 
goes on. 

Four Americans were killed, three 
of them service people, according to 
the latest reports. They are: 

Lt. Comdr. Hugo F. A. Baske, MC, 
USN, instantly killed at the National 
Penitentiary. 

Mrs. Joseph D. Murray, jr., wife of 
Maj. Murray, USMC, killed in her au- 
tomobile outside the market, where the 
heaviest casualties occurred. 

Chief QM. Clk. James F. Dickey, 
USMC, killed at the National Peniten- 
tiary. 

The fourth American is as yet un- 
identified.
